Men : I may with confidence fay, that we of this ** P95 
Nation, have at this time, a moſt eminent Oc- 
caſion given us by the Divine Providence ſo to 
do. 

It has pleaſed God, within theſe few days, to 
deprive us of a molt excellent Princeſs; under 
whom, we had flatterd our ſelves, that we

Portion, of Happineſs and Proſperty. A Perſon 
ſhe was, as by the Greatneſs of her;CharaCter

Endowments, God had beſtow'd upon her, in a 
{1ngular manner diſpoſed fo to. be. And as:this 
raiſed our hopes. into ſome more than ordinary 
Expectations from her; fo.that-firmneſs of Con- 
ſticution which ſhe enjoy'd, accompanied with 
a yet early and vigorous Youth, ſeem'd to pro- 
miſe us, that we ſhould be many. years bleſſed 
under the influence both-of her Authority-andof 
ter Example. gy! ke 

Bur alas ! how ſuddainly. are all. theſe Hopes 
cut off, and our Expectations brought to an End! 
And nothing left us but the ſad. RefleEtzon, how 
orievouſly. miſtaken we were in-our Opinion of 
cur own Happineſs ; and how little traſt 1s to be 
pxt in ny, but that God, who alone enjoys a Cer- 
tainty of Being, and therefore. can a/aze with fafe- 
ty be, depended: upon-. 

In. the words before us, there are. theſe two 
things that naturally offer themſelves to our Cone 
{ideration : |

Secondly, That he who will place his Truſt 
upon a ſure foundation, muſt place. it upon 
God ; who alone. is always able, and will at- 
ways. continue 1n a: Condition, to help and 
defend VS. | 


And, Firſt, That it 15a very vain thing to put 
our Treft in any Man, be his Rank or Con- 
dition never ſo Great ; Becauſe both his 
Power to help is very ſmall , and. his Conts- 
nuance ſhort and uncertain :. And therefore.to 
Truſt inſuch a Perſon, muſt be to build our 
Hope upon one who oftentimes may not be 
Able to help us ; and very probably, in a 
little while will fatl us. * 

This is a Conſ1deration, both ſo certain in its 
ſelf, and ſo Obvious even tothe meaneſt C apaci- 
ty; that did we not ſee Men every day overlook it 
in their praCtice, .one might think-it hardly need- 
ful tooffter any Arguments, either to Illuſtrates 
orco Confirm the Truth of. it. ; 
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If (x) We conſider the Power,of the Greateſt Per- 
ſons, to belp us; Alas! How little 1s it at the Beſt ? 
And, for the moſt part, How uſeleſs co us? In 
how many Caſes does it ſurpaſs their Power to do 
us any Good? Andeven in thoſe in which it may 
ſeem the moſt in their Power to aſhſt us ; yer 
how many Accidents may there fall out, to pre- 
vent us from being at all the better for it ? 

It may be they are Unwiling to grant us what 
we deſire of them. - Perhaps they ate diſpoſed to 
do Somewhat for us ; but they will not be per- 
{waded to do ſo Much as our needs require: And fo 
ſpoil all the Advantage we hoped to have reaped 
from their Kindneſs to us, for want of making 
their Supply ſuitable to our Occaſions. 

Te may be they are willing to do Al. that we 
deſire of them, but not Preſeutly : They put off 
the tine ; till at laſt, by their delays, their favour 
comes too late to us. - 

Or laſtly ; Ic is poſſible that in a little while 
they may Change their Meds, and with them, 
their Afe&#tons towards us. And ſo where we 
thought to have found a Friend, we meet an Ene- 
my: One who is diſpoſed rather to do us a miſ{- 
chief, than to lend any Help or Aſlittance to us. 

So Impotent ; fo Trifling ; fo Uncertain, and 
Diſ-ingenuous a Creature, is Man ! And then, 
What a Vanity mult it be for any one to place his 
Truſt 
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Truſt upon the Intereſt or Authority, the Love or 


Favour of ſuch a One? Who in the chicfeſt of 
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our needs, cannot Help us at all : And m thoſe, 
wherein he is able to relieve us, will be apt et 
ther altogether to fail us ; Or elſe ro mix ſo much 
of Humane Fratlty and Infirmicy with his Fa- 
vour, as ſhall render it of very little Uſe and 
Value co us. 

Nor let any one think that there is any Orgeriof 
Men exempted from-che force of theſe Reflections. 
Even the greateſt Perſons lye OPEN £O- chem, no leſs 


than thoſe of a /ower degree, Their Power indeed 


15 Greater, and they can do much more for us 
than other Men. But yet {tiIl it is far ſhort of our 
Wants : And cannot anfwer one half of thoſe 
Exigencies, in which we ſhall ftand in need of 
ſome one to Help and Afliſt us. f 

Their Mmmds are Mutable no leſs than Qcher 
Mens : And they are by ſo much the more likely 


to Change in their Aﬀections towards us, by how 


much the more they are expoſed to-the/Delufions 
of thoſe about them ; who are ſtill envious. of / 
ſuch as they take into their particular Favour | 


and will therefore be fill endeavouring, by all 


imaginable ways, to bring us into Diſgrace with) 
them.

Coming, and the Hardeſt to be Otamd: W 
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very -Formality which attends the Diſpenſing of 
'them, oftentimes, Coſts ſo much, and cauſes ſuch 
Delays; as is utterly inconſiſtent with many of 
thoſe Wants, wherein we might otherwiſe pro- 
miſe our ſelves the moſt conſiderable Advantage 
from their Favour and AﬀeCtion towards us. 

And from all which we muſt therefore conclude, 
That it isa very vain thing to place any confidence 
in Man upon this firſt Account, viz. That the 
Power, even of the greateſt Perlons, to Help us is 
exceeding Small ; expoſed to ſo many Caſualties, 
and attended with ſuch Inconveniencies, as renders 
it of very:little Uſe, and of-no Dependance at all 
tO US.

And yet win follows immedi- 
ately upon 1 i? A Sad, but Certain Truth : Ne- 
vertheleſs ye ſhall Die like Men. . This is the Con- 
cluſion - 1 all; The Common End of the Great- 
eſt, as well as of the Meaneſt, Perſons. Here they 
may ſeem to be a Sorr of Gods upon Earth : May 
diſpenſe the Fortunes of Men as they pleaſe ; Ser 
up, —_ they will ſet up; and Pull down, 
whom they will pull down. They may.be Ho- 
nqur'd too as Such, by Thoſe who know no Re- 
ligion above their Intereſts ; 'nor think any Divi- 
nity More worthy of their Regard, than Thoſe who 
kaye it 4ntheir,power to promote them to Riches, 
and:Honour, and Auchoricy.

But 
yet. when all is done, "tis from the Bleſſing of 
God in-preſerving theſe Perſons to us, and proſpe- 
ring their Endeavours, that we muſt look for 
fafety.; And God, even without any ſuch Helps, 
could,if He pleaſed, Jecure and prote& us. Bur, 

Secondly,” As theſe Conſiderations ſhould move 
us, not to put our Truſt in any Humane Help; fo 
ſhould they keep us from being very much ſur- 
priſed, if at any time ſuch kind, of Helps ſhall 
chance to fail us.

Bur to ſhew you how little Reaſon either we 
bave to be dejectted, or They to exalt their 
Hopes,on any ſuch Account ;. Let us ſuppoſe the 
Cale to be as bad as the moſt Melanchoty mind 
can fanſte, or our moſt bitter Enemiescould des 
fire it-to he, That we were indeed left Naked 
and Deftitate of all Fiwunaze Help ; and had 
no proſpect remaining of any ſuccour, much lels 
had ſo good a one, as I have before ſhewn ; and 
as it is evident to all the World that we have : 
Yer ftill 1 ſay that all this would not be enough 
to warrant us to Diftruft God ; but rather, 

Fourthly, We ſhould then more eſpecially res 
ly upon his\ Help, when all Other Supports. do the 
molt fail us. 

It 1s too common a thing with moſt Men, 
when their Afﬀairs go ſmoothly on, and all ſuc-

culties; not that he'deſigns their ruine, but only: 
to make' them ſenſible of their Own Weakneſs 
and to draw them back to him who is their only 
ſare Defence, the Rockof their Salvation, in whoin 
they ought to truſt. 

It were an eaſte Matter for Me to confirm the 
truth of this Remark in a multicude of Inſtances ; 
from whence it may appear, that God has in all 
Ages then'eſpecially exerted his Power in the des 
livery of-his Servants, when their 'Enemies have 
thought themſelves the moſt ſecure of their Des 
Arichion, Bur 1ſhall- content my ſelf with a few 
Examples ; tho” ſich as 1am perſwaded, may as 
bundantly ſuffice to {hew, How falſe a' Concluſion 
Men make, when they preſume: ro: derefmiine-; 
That becauſe God deprives any People of the' 'bfeſent, 
viſible Means of Deliverance, therefore he deſrgns 
to give them up to Deſtruftion. |

der, are now Protected by that very Power that 
before Deſtroyed Them. 

But what need I lead you into foreign Countries 
for Inſtances to ſhew, that God is not confined, in his 
Workings, tro Humane Appearances ; But often- 
times is then the moſt ready to ſupport his Ser- 
vants, when all other Helpsthe moſt fail Them. 
Our Own Country, and our Own Church, ever ſince 
the Reformation ; has been more or leſs a Conte 
nned*Evidence of the truth of this Remark. 

How melancholy was the Proſpe& which our 
Forefathers had, at the untimely Death of zhat 
moſt excellent Prince, King Edward the - Sixth? 
When Qyeen Mary being fet upon the Throne, 
nothing was :to be expected by Them, 'but an 
ater 'Extirpation of all that ſeemed: in any wiſe 
nor is purity of Rekgion among.

And what was the iffuc of this Excellent Ad- 
vice? Whyin. a very few Years Cambyſes died,

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of all that either their Half Brethren, or their 


Open Enemies could do to hinder it, ſoencouraged 
the Work, cliat both'their Towmple'and their City 
were Re-buile ; and themſelves reftord bath to 
their Liberty and to their Religion.

In a 
word, Clear of..all:thoſe Pailions which Agitate 
leſſer Souls, and keep them in a continual OP 

and DiſtraRtion. Di 

Thus was ſhe prepared by Nature for that ex- 
traordinary.Progreſs'which ſhe afterwards made 
in Chriſtian Piety and Yertue. AndasSt. Luke tells 
us of Thoſe, to whom St, Paul preached the Go» 
AG xii. 48, ſpel hererofore ; That as many as were Ordaind to 
Eternal 


Ul 
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Eternal Life, Believd ; that is, ſuch as were in 
their Tempers and Diſpolicions Fitted and Qua- 
lified for the Reception of what He deliver'd to 
them : So may it no lels truly be ſaid of Her Sa- 
cred MajeSty that She was, in like manner, Or- 
dained to Eternal Life ; and therefore made ſuch 
vaſt Artainments in all thoſe Graces that were nes 
ceſſary to bring Her to it. 

Bur, Secondly: To this firſt Advantage , ir 
pleaſed God to add as great an Eminence of, what 
we uſually call, Good Parts; as I believe has ever 
been known in any of Her Sex. Her Appreben- 
fion, was Quick and Piercing ; Her Judgment, Deep 
and Corre& : Nor could any thing almoſt be pro- 

sd to Her, but She was preſently ready with 
all Clearneſs to Receive it, -and with no leſs Ac- 
curacy to Pronounce and Determine concerning 
It. 

And when ſuch was Her Capacity, it is not to 
be wonder'd if She ſoon came to a right Appre- 
henſion of the Deſign and-End of Chriſtianity : 
And was thoroughly convinced of the mighty 
Concern which there lay upon Her, to live in an 
exact Obedienceto its Commands. 

But this was not all the Advantage She had in 
this reſpe&t : For though Her Parts were ſuch, as 
would, with a very moderate Exerciſe, have 
carried Her into a Perfe&tKnowledge of HerReli- 
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gion ; ,yer She did nor rely upon them;  Butro 
Mr natural Abilities, addeduch:a Caverand-Di- 
ligence, to [Improve Her Underſtanding,: and-to 
Enflame Her Aﬀections,. in»all: ſuch things: as 
ſeemed any way to referr-to-it; as' Few'ina lef- 
fer Station. have ever done. | 

To pals by Her conſtant Attendance upon the 
Publick Service of God, and thoſe Opportunities of 
Inſtruction which She provided-for,: on: all. the 
more ſolemn Returns.of it. To ſay: nothing of 
Her frequent and-uſetul- Converſation -with ' thoſe 
who Miniſtred unto Her in. Holy Offices; What a 
large Proportion of HerT ime idid She every day 
ſpend in;Her. own Private Retyements? : And of 
which no Buſineſs, no-Ceremonies, much leſs: 
any vain Pleaſures.or Avocacions, could ever de- 

rive Her, | | 

What vaſt Numbers of Excellent Books did 
She there read ? And thaz nor lightly, or-ſuperfi- 
cially,but with the ſevereſt Care and RefleQion? 
And how: cautious wasShe,it any Difficulty chan- 
ced to ariſe ro Her.in Her Reading, which She 
could not. preſencly.zeſolve: tro:Her ,own farisfa-- 
ion, to be ſure to.call-in ſome ob choſecroho at 
tended on Her, to clear it to Her? | 

Nor did. She. in, Het Reading: run lightly off 
from Book to Book ; the common: Method:of 
Empty and Ualettled, Minds; that Shereadover' 
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a great-Many. But when She met with -any 
Diſcourſe that ſeem'd particularly ro Aﬀect Her, 
or Otherwiſe to come up in any peculiar manner 
ro Her own Circumſtances ; She ſtuck cloſely to 
it : -And by ſodoing, evidently ſhew'd that Pie- 
ty and Inſtruction were indeed cheEndsSheaim'd 
at in this Exerciſe : T hat She read for Profit, not 
Curioſity ; and ſought for'Ule, not Diverſion, 
init. 

Such was -Her Care to get Inſtruction : And 
the ſame Excellent Diſpoſition that moved Her 
thus diligently to inform Her ſelf in all the Parts 
of Her Duty, engaged Her-yet more, Thirdly, To 
deſire with all imaginable ſincerity ro be made 
Acquainced, with the True and_ Genuine 'Meaſures 
of -it. : 

Ic is the Folly of Many, but-eſpecially of Great 
Perſonages, that they cannot.endure Correction ; 
nor will bear to have the Truth ſpoken freely to 
them, in ſuch Inſtances as ate contrary to their 
own carnal Deſires and Aﬀe&tions. And there- 
fore it is that they ſeldom know either Them- 
ſelves, or their Duty ; either what they Ought 


to do, or what their State and Cdadicion is with - 


relation thereunto. 

Bur this was not the Caſe of that Admirable 
Perſon of whom we are now ſpeaking : She 
Knew How dangerous an Inſtrument of theDevil 
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Flattery is, and How fatally Her Station expoſed 
Her to it : And She took care for nothing more 
than to ſecure Her ſelf againſt the danger of it. 

| ſhall never forget with what weight of Rea- 
fon, and (incerity of Concern, I have ſometimes 
beard this Great Queen repreſent the danger which 
Princes, above all Others, are apt to run in- this 
Reſpet. And with what- Earneſtneſs She has 
exhorted thoſe about Her, to deliver to Her the 
plaineſt Truths ; and with all Freedom to-tell 
Her if they had Obſerved any thing; Amilſs in 
Her Condu&, that ſhe might amend. it. 

Owondertul Condeſcenſion!A fincericy of Piety 
beyond Exception ! And that in'a place whete 
there are uſually but too many Temptations to 
"Pride and Self-Opinion : And it muſt there- 
fore be an! Argument of a more than- Ordinary 
Wiſdom and Integrity, to-be able to withſtand 
the Force of them. 

But yer.{till All this is only the Preparatory, 
tho? indeed a-very Good one, to that which I 
am eſpecially to obſerve co you, and: that is, 
Fourthly, Her fincere Piety and Religion. And for 
that, 'give me leave to lay-this much ;- Thar if 
a Conſtant Attendance upon all the Offices of Devoti- 
on both in- Publick and Private : If ſuch a Be- 
haviour at them, as ſhew'd her Soul to be wholly 
hx'd.on what ſhe was about; and was enough to 
have: 
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 haveraiſed a Spirit of Piety in all that beheld 
Her : If the influences of this Devotion upon 
Hex whole Life and Converſation, and thole ſo 
Eminent as to ſpeak Her not only Good but Ex- 
cellent ; an Ornament to the Court, and an Ho- 
-nour to: Her Religion : If all this may- ſuffice co 
ſhew a Mind wholly conſecrated to the ſervice of 
God, and the diſcharge of Her Duty ; then was 
the Soul of chis Bleſſed Princeſs unqueſtionably ſo; 
-and that, for ought I know, beyond Any that at 
'this Day remains behind Her. 

But for the clearneſs of Her Conſcience inthe 
diſcharge of Her Duty,belides what we Saw and 
Admired in Her; two Arguments there are that 
may eſpecially be offer'd, and think ought not 
to be paſled by. Fit; That while She lived, 
She was always Eafie in Her own Mind : And 
which fince it could not proceed either from any 
Ignorance of Her Duty, or Unconcern'gneſs for 
it ; We muſt concludeir did ariſe from a full per- 
ſwaſion,that She did live according.to the tenonr 
of it. And, Secondly, That when ſhe came within 
the proſpe& of Death, and: knew how near She 
was to it, She ftillappeard Unconcern' at it : 
And thereby gave a finall Evidence that She ac- 
counted Her elf prepared tor it,. and therefore 
was not afraid of it. 
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_Tſhould roo far Exceed the bounds I am here 
confined to ; ſhould Lenter upon the Conſidexa- 
tion of thoſe Particular Vertu's, which ſeemed to 
Shine in a more eſpecial Manner, above All O- 
thers, in Her. Bur two there.are which I muſt 
not Overlook ; and Thoſe are, Her true EHupili- 
ty, amidſt all the Temptations of a Court and 
Crown to the contrary; And Her extenſive 
Charity : Such as ſometimes deprived; Her evenof 
the means of exerciſing of ic ; And. might have 
abundantly ſatisfied any Mind but Hers, . who 
knew no end of Doing Good ; . but has, afer all, 
been ſeen ſometimes,even with Tears, to regret, 
that ſhe could do no More. 

But I muſt reſtrain,my ſelf ; and ſet ſome 
bounds to my Reflefions, tho' my ſubje& is 
beyond Any. And for the reſt content my ſelf 
with fatisfa&tion to Remember, what I 'was 
wont with Wonder to Behold. 

And,Oh ! That it would pleaſe God that both 
You and I might ſo effeually Meditate upon 
theſe Things, as to form our Lives according to 
Her.Example! And become now the Diſci- 
ples of our great Queen, as.we haye hitherto 
been Her Subjects ! 

This will be the beſt Offering we can pay to 
Her memory, who while there is any Senſe of 
Goodneſs remaining amongſt Us, muſt never be 
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mentioned-without Honour: This is that Im- 
proyernent: of our Great Loſs, which our Reli- 
gion expects from Us; what our Souls call for : 
And what, if ſhe has yet any Knowledge of whar 
is Done-here below; » oor: Royal Soveraign will, 
above all-chings, be Me beſt pleaſed withall. 

Andit "we thus improve > the Memory of Her 
Vertit's, we ſhall- be -even Gainers by Her De- 
parture. - Such a demohftration of our Love and 
Honour to our Royal Miſtreſs, will do more to 
Eſtabliſh -our Tranquility, than any Humm 
Conduct or Prudence could have done without 
it. It will engage God on our fide: And, if pin. 4.27: 
God be for us, we need not fexr who can be a- _— 
gainſt Us. 

Let us then, as we have now. paid our juſt Sor- 
row to the loſs of this Bleſſed Saint, ſo from 
henceforth reſolve to make this farther Improve- 
ment of it. Let us thank God, that tho' He 
has removed One great Supporter from us, He has 
yet left us Another; And, Our preſent Circums 
ſtances conſider, che more neceſſary One to us, 
in the Perſon of His Sicred Hajeſty. 

Let us{trengthen his Hands'both by our Piety 
towards God; and by our Duty to Him: By 
Uniting now all that Aﬀettion ang Obedience in Him 
alone, © which we before ' paid ro Both Their Mas 
ji. |
